With respect to claims 1, 5, 12 and 14, in addition to other elements in the 
respective claim, the prior art does not teach a programmable flip-flop being 
configurable to operate in at least first and second modes selectable by a selection 
means and a third latch control means, such that in the first mode the output of a 
third latch is the first and second input values multiplexed together and output at 
twice the clock rate, and in the second mode one of first and second latches is 
disconnected from the third latch such that the programmable flip-flop operates as 
a single edge-triggered register clocking out one of the first and second input values 
from the third latch.
